I have received from you a mailing of Jan. 12 with stuff on Warren Commission doc's on : 
hand, a letter from you, and othev stuff. I have also gotten the chapt. 18 of Coup, 1 

plus the copy of Coup, plus n\y Crafard and other files, plus the additon to Coup. I ' 

thank you for all of It. Enclosed is a check for $10, In excessd of what you wanted, 
to help pay for all of the xeroxing you have been doing. I don't have PM part I, only 
Part III. You sent me, as I recall (it's at home) a cdpy of Coup, Part 1, which I 
already have. If it is the same as the one I have, I can send it to someone else. Let 
me know tMt so we can get the money straigth. In my haste of the past few weeks I 
have become a little confused as to who has or wants what, etc. The fact that I must 
type in my office and had to borrow a car to get here, along with the other confusion 
and failure to carefully read your letter the first time, causes me to be confused about 
what you sent in regard to Coup part 1. 

I can't get an Ahler memo done until Mary does the followup. I have asked about it 2 
or 3 times but she has said nothing. I made an appointment for her to seed Estelle 
Jackson the Monday after I left (I left on a Saturday). I had a long (taped) phone 
conversation with Mrs. Jackson who was very cordial, but when I caught her she was 
on her way out the door to go to Brownsville. This Is an easy-type followup to do 
and a crucial one, and I don't know why I haven't heard foom Mary on it, despite my 
Inquiries. There are many other things I am waiting for from her also and may have 
to start bugging her about them. The Crafard file has some real gems in it, but no 
use talking about them In detail since your eyes aee better than mine on this subject. 

I told Harold that he could get copies from you since you can get it done cheaply and 
much more easily than I could. If there is any expense let me pay for it. I am very 
low on money due to car expenses which are running me into the groupd, but Harold is 
having more serious financial difficulties. His financfes will be getting worse after 
his MU blackout on which I wrote him at some length. A neurological exam is definitely 
indicated, although it may have been just fainting brought on by hyperventillatlon, or 
a petit mal seizure brought on by the same. Harold's personality type predisposes him 
to express some of his anxiety in terms of what we call the hyperventillatlon syndrome 
which leads to many of the discomforts which he is experiencing. Between this thing 
with John, worries about Coup, too much happening in general, and his finances, anxiety 
Is just too high. I am afaaid, from what I know of a factual nature from Harold and 
Dick, the thing which John cannot really clear up by John, but I just hope that Harold 
can accept it after he has done all he can. It was precisely this that I feared after 
n\y visit with Nichols although I would never have suggested it. His motives are not 
sinister, I am sure, but people can develop a funny type of forgetfulness or blindness 
towards things when they have a strong drive in a certain direction.
